Los Angeles, California 90035 


r On Education at Hamilton: High School oe 


There is, currently, a very strange 
paradox of educational philosophies at 
Hamilton High School. This is evidenced 


by an official view that students should — 


be treated as children and .simultaneous~ 

ly that students should act as adultse 

There is. obviously something wrong with 
this situation. - 

We, the students, are thought of as 
very immature. Most of us are consider= 
ed incapable of assuming responsibility. 
Students are said to be. too young and’ 

| inexperienced to make decisions for. ~ 
themselves, It seems that students are 
thought of aa a necessary evil of the 
educational system. Yes, we. are merely 
a "bunch of kids", and we have to be 
taught, disciplined, and fed, 
This administrative theory is applied, 
for example, in the following manners 
Since the students, to make responsible, 
Significant decisions must be well é 
informed on all facets of all problems, - 
we may be rather certain that students 
are kept relatively ignorant and 
apathetice An examination of Acminisi-#- 
tration policy will verify this, No 
literature on outside affairs or 
petitions of any sort may be circulated 
on campuse.” Controversy is avoided and 
sometimes forbidden in the classroom and: 
in student government. Thoughtless, 
decisionless mediocrity has become an 
_ attribute of the ideal student. This 
encourages ignorance and breeds apathy. 
Thus, the present situation shows a ; 
group of individual teen-agers coming to 
fe, School to be treated like a "bench of 
kids" e : 
t how-are we expected to act, both 


fe - mnow-and later?—-In--school we-are totact-—- - 


like respectable, responsible young... 
adults. We are told.we should make | 
our own decisions, that the adminise 
trators are there to help use And what 
happens after we graduate? We are 
supposed to go into the world as 
responsible, independent young adults. 
Then we will have to make important 
decisionse We are expected to be and 
soon will have to be exactly what 
official policy will not let us be. 
This is the irony of the paradox. Both 
facets of the paradox cannet exist 
equally well--it's one or the other. 
he inconsistency must be made consistent.
